Xo coronet could add to the fame of Macau- 
lay, for he has a wreath upon his brow that 
will forever overshadow the four pale pearls 
of his political distinction, and would the 
strawberry leaves of a ducal coronet as well. 
That he condescended to accept this ephemeral 
dignity, is a marvel to most of his admirers in 
America; for to them it appears 'he was but ob- 
scuring a "royal diadem" with a "felt hat." 
We cannot believe it was at the sacriliej of 
any principle, but think it was a concession to 
his surroundings, and especially to the brilliant 
society of Holland House, which has ever at- 
tracted all that was most admissible in the 
London world, from the times of 

"liuff and Illuo 
Ami Mrs. Cruo. 

and the beautiful Duchess of Devonshire, of 
Fox and Sheridan to Tom Moore and Bulwer, 
and Macaulay. But there is a vacancy in 
thoso halls that no living man in England can 
fill up; a voice from that throng is forever 
hushed, which no living tongue can wake 
again. He was the Hint that gave forth the 
sprk that scintillated ever from that brilliant 
coterie, and there will be discord till another 
generation shall renew a harmony which has 
not been so interrupted since a century began 
that gave it birth. 

There will be many to do honor to the 
memory of Macaulay, and to more competent 
hands we leave the task of making an analysis 
of his works; but we cannot forliear, in our 
feeble way, of adding a tribute of gratitude to 
one whom we shall always regard as a per- 
sonal benefactor — as one from whom we have 
received instruction and entertainment, and 
possibly gathered, lessons of wisdom that may 
guide us in the pathway of life. But no re- 
gretfi will now avail, and we will conclude this 
brief notice with one of his beautiful and preg- 
nant sentences, which comes back to our mem- 
ory through the years since we have read it: 
"It is human nature to overrate present evil 
and moderate present good — to long for what I 
we have not, antl be dissatisfied with what we 
have." US. lO

They catch our pigs and poultry, and 
annoy us exceedingly. He had voted forthe ag 
ricultural bill, and lor appropriations ior different 
portions of the S:a»e, and would do so again; an-l 
he appealed lo gentlemen who had been ihni la- 
voted, to let the mountains have this law The 
bill proposes t i give to the common school system 
the amount ,,1' money that lias formerly been paid 
by the State for the killing of wolves, wild cats, 
and red loxes. The common school system is of 
very little benefit to the mountains, and if you 
pass this bill, there w ill be no children there to 
educate — we will all starve to death. 

The gentlemen who wish to pass this bill have 
no wolves or red foxes in their counties, and they 
do not know a hal ravages they commit. Balmy 
county is flooded with ihem. 

I am sixty-two years of), and I have caught as 
many wolves as any man in the State. I would 
rather catch two wolves than one red fox; for 
the loxes run twice as long and fast as the wolves 
There can be raised Jn my county only four or i 
five hogs to a family. We can keep neither pigs, 
lambs, geese, nor chickens; it m ikes no odds 
where they roost or By; lor when they light, the 
foxes are sure to catch them. 

A preacher once stopped at my house, and I 
asked him — lor I have to get all my information 
Irom others, as I cannot r>ad— if it were the red 
foxes that Sampson caught, tied the r tails to- 
gether, attached firebrand- to them, and let them 
destroy his neighbors' fields? He answered that 
he diil not think they were; nor do I believe it; 
for Sampson could not catch them. 

A great many from the mountains have writ- 
ten to me to op i tse this hill, and I am in hopes 
no gentleman » ill be so hard-hearted as to vole 
for it. 

I therefore move that, the bill ar.d amendment 
be laid on the t ible. Adopted — yeas 90, nays 4.
